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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted,

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the new claim 27. It was noted how it brought together 
several features of the previous dependent claims and set them forth in combination. Key among these is the fact that 
the outer fabric is composed of both coated and uncoated yarns. Currently, there seeems to be no evidence to provide 
the fabric of Corry with only a portion of the yarns being coated. The evidence of record, at best suggests all or 
nothing in the way of coatings for the yarns of the outer fabric. Additionally, the yarn structures of Duckman are 
provided to improve hand. There is no suggestion or expectation that this feature would be retianed if coated as 
required instantly. As such, the motivation of using Duckman seems lacking for the proposed claim. Additionally, it 
was discussed how the chemical Markush groups do not seem to be required to distinguish over the prior art and as 
such, would not be necessary in any filed claim .

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Claim 27 (new) A roofing material for automobiles, comprising: 



(a) an outer woven fabric layer formed of at least 50% by weight polymeric 

coated specialty yarns and other effect yarns, the outer fabric layer having an _QJ 
outer surface and an inner surface, wherein: >^

(i) the specialty yarns are formed of a core yarn selected from the 

group consisting of polyester, nylon, acrylic, polyester, fiberglass, ^£ 
aramids, olefins, and carbon fibers, the core yarn having a denier between 
70-1200 and being covered by a polymeric coating selected from the 
group consisting of polyvinyl chloride nylon olefins, thermoplastic 
oleckon elstimors, urethane, EVA polyester, ionomer, polyphenylene ^v, 
sulfide, polyethersulfone, fluoropolymer,.polyethertone, liquid crystal 
polymers, and the denier of the specialty yarns ranging from 500-3500; \/) 

(ii) the effect yarns are selected from the group consisting of acrylics, 
modacrylics, polypropylene, polyethylene, and polyester, and the denier 
and weight of the effect yarns are substantially the same as the weight and 
denier of the corresponding specialty yarns ; 

(b) an inner layer of non-coated yarns conventionally used as headliner fabric, 
the inner fabric layer having an inner surface adjacent to the inner surface of the 
outer fabric layer; and 



(c) an adhesive waterproofing layer formed of a material selected from the 
group consisting of rubber and thermoplastic olefins, the waterproofing layer 
extending across the entire inner surface area of the outer layer and bonding the 
inner surface of the outer layer to the inner surface area of the inner layer and 
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thereby making the roofing material waterproof, wherein the outer layer maintains 
the appearance of a woven fabric without altering the structure of the outer layer. 
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
